Kirschbaum’s Blacks Sell at $12.75 
Today. New Top For The Year. 


Omaha had a fancy stock show all its own 
today, and the lone exhibit, a load of fancy 
Aberdeen-Angus long yearlings from the 
feed lot of W. A. Kirschbaum, Defiance, Ia., 
breeder and feeder, sold at a new top for 
the year here, $12.75. The 22 head in the 
shipment averaged 1,159 pounds. 

As usual, Mr. Kirschbaum kept his best 
cattle until last this season. He fed three 
loads all told. One load, all heifers but two, 
prought $10.75 here in August, and another, 
the second cut of the steers, sold at $12.15 
a couple of weeks ago. The cattle in today’s 
shipment were all of Mr. Kirschbaum’s own 
raising but two or three head, and more 
than half of them were out of his pure bred 
herd. 

“T think this is the best load of yearlings 
I ever shipped, and while feed costs we1e 
much higher than last year, my cattle are 
still making a little money,” Mr. Kirsch- 
baum declared today. “They were fed on 
the same ration I have used for several 
years, oats, shelled corn, some molasses, and 
alfalfa, with a little ground ear corn right 
at the start. This last load had been in the 
feed lot over a year. To date I have 60 head 
on feed for next season. 


“As a geneial thing there are not as many 
cattle on feed in that section as a year ago, 


however. Our corn was of just fair qual- 
ity, and while it has dried out a good deal 
the last few weeks, the grade is not high 
even now. New corn has been selling lately 
at 50 to 55 cents a bushel.”—Journal Stock- 
man. 

This clipping was supplied by Mr. Kirsch- 
baum early in December of last year who 
declared at that time that he had enjoyed 
quite a prosperous year. He had built dur- 
ing the year a fine new barn for his breed- 
ing cattle which was 36x56 feet in size and 
would hold about eighty-five tons of hay. 
He also reported splendid luck with his 
calves. Long View Stock Farm contains 
208 acres and the herd which was founded 
in 1916 has some sixty head of pure bred 
cows and bulls in it. The place is located 
ten miles north of Harlan and five miles 
southeast of Defiance. Elation K. 283793 
and Excelsior Marshall 867546 are in ser- 
vice and no doubt account for many of the 
high class steers coming from this plant. 
While the above report may be a little aged 
nevertheless it fits into the cattle scheme 
of today so well, and furnishes such posi- 
tive proof of the possibilities of good cattle 
that we can not refrain from using it right 
now. The young man, and the older ones 
too, who expect ever to get into the cattle 
breeding business will do well to reflect up- 
on this report.

Half carlot classes (min- 
imum seven head) in both the 
heavy and the light divisions 
are arranged for, because 
there are so many small feed- 
ers throughout this feeding 
area. Among the heavy half 
carlots seven Aberdeen-An.- 
gus steers fed by Calvin Buch 
topped the prize list. A lot 
of Shorthorns fed by F. S. 
Royer took second, and ten 
horned Herefords out of the 
same herd that took second 
in the heavy carlot class took 
third. While another small 
lot of Shorthorns fed by D. 
E. Hershey took fourth. In 
the light half carlot class 
Herefords took three of the 
four prizes. he first went to 
Herefords fed by P. W. Baker 
and Son, second to Herefords 
fed by C. B. Herr and fourth 
to Herefords fed by C. B. 
Herr, while third place went 
to nine Aberdeen-Angus fed 
by M. W. Harnish. 

The class of singly en- 
tered steers showed a strong 
array of individuals.

He was not 
only very exceptional in quality and conformation but showed a 
finish and ripness barely equalled in the show. An Aberdeen-An- 
gus steer fed by P. W. Baker & Son was an equally remarkable 
animal but did not carry the finish and ripeness necessary to class 
with Mr. Herr’s steer.

“Mark to Shoot At.” 


S. H. Breeze, of Rosedale Farm, Pullman, 
Washington, has just had a little experience 
with Aberdeen-Angus calves that he believes 
will be of interest to Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal readers. The story as he has furnished 
it should serve to interest farmers who are 
trying to advance their condition to a more 
prosperous position. His story addressed to 
the Editor says: “Thinking that some of 
the Journal readers might be interested in 
the performance of the Doddies as a sideline 
on a Wheat farm will give you a mark for 
seme of the other beef breeds to shoot at. I 
fed 12 calves ranging from 6 months to just 
1 year when sold, three of which were skim- 
milk calves. I fed the twelve for a period 
of 104 days. They consumed 5100 pounds 
of chopped barley, four tons of alfalfa hay. 
At the beginning of the feeding period the 
calves would have brought $192.00 as veal- 
ers, the barley at $125 per hundredweight 
$63.75, the hay at $8.00 per ton would 
amount to $32.00, making a total of $287.75 
as the value of the calves at the beginning 
and the cost of the feed. They sold for $500. 
So it will be seen that they made a profit on 
the feed which only the Doddies can do. 
These calves were sired by Ericman . 
6th, a grandson of Oakville Quiet Lad. 
Mr. Breeze very kindly supplied photos of 
the calves, however they were not suffi- 
ciently clear to allow making of halftone 
cuts. A small photo of the bull Ericman 
C. B. 6th was also included which shows him 
to be a bull of real type and character.

In Novem- 
od 1922 the name of the company was changed to its present 
- oat it was decided to erect a new packing plant suitable to 
7 mean of a constantly growing business. Early in 1923 a bond 
take or floated to partially finance the cost of a new plant, and 
hereafter the Blayney-Murphy company announced that a 


erty om dollar home would be erected immediately. The new 
vant will enable the company to greatly expand its trade territory, 
rd to triple its present volume of business. 


With the completion early in June of its new home the Blay- 
ney-Murphy company has given to Denver and Colorado the dis- 


tinction of having the most 
modern and sanitary meat 
packing plant in the United 
States. The plant, complet- 
ed has cost slightly more 
than one million dollars, 
practically every penny of 
which has been paid to Den- 
yer contractors. 

The new plant is located 
ona ten-acre site at 48th and 
Gilpin streets, facing the 
main highway connecting the 
Broadway extension viaduct 
and the Brighton road. It is 
on the main line of the Bur- 
lington railroad, to which it 
is connected by three switch 
tracks leading to various 
parts of the plant. This gives 
ideal shipping facilities, eith- 
er by truck or by rail. The 
plant is connected with the 
Denver Union Stock Yards 
viaduct, over which cattle. 
sheep and hogs mav be driv- 
en directly onto the killing 
floors. 

The main building is 
constructed entirely of re-in- 
foreed concrete. It is ap- 
proximately four hundred feet long, three hundred feet wide and 
five stories high. Because of its location on the main lines of trav- 
el, more than usual attention has been given to the exterior finish 
of the building. It wili have a stucco appearance and every thing 
in connection with the plant, including the concrete towers hous- 
ing water tanks, will be covered with tile roof. The building is 
set hack one hundred feet from the street, and will be surrounded 
by lawns and shrubbery. 

_ The plant has a capacity of slaughtering and manufacturing 
into finished products some 20(0 hogs, 1000 cattle and 1000 sheep 
and calves each week. It is arranged to provide for the manu- 
facture of all produc‘s with a minimum of handling, and edible and 
inedible products will be manufactured in entirely separate parts 
of the building. The edible products will move, in the course of 
manufacture, toward the storage compaitments surrounding the 
shipping rooms in the front of the building. The inedible products, 
separated from the edible immediately after the animals are 
slaughtered, move toward the rear of the plent where special switch 
tracks are provided for their shipment. The storage rooms for 
fininished edible products are located immediately adjoining the 
shipping rooms, from which they are separated by plate glass par- 
tions, Among the modern processes adopted for use in the new

Latest Ideas in Construction Embodied in New 


Inventionsin Meat-preparing Equipment for Instal- 
lation in Blayney-Murphy Factory Which Already 
Has Become Important Feature of Western Supply.

Blayney-Murphy plant is a 
dry-rendering system for 
Country Scoured for Latest handling inedible fats. This 


method will enable the manu- 
facture of these products to be 
completed before the slaugh- 
tered animals are cold, and 
- will do away entirely with the 
necessity of a fertilizer de- 
partment and its attendant 
disagreeable odors. This is the most important sanitary improve- 
ment that has been made in the packing industry in recent years. 

Another notable feature is the power plant, with its equipment 
for burning pulverized coal and bleeder turbine generators for pro- 
ducing electricity for power and lighting as a by-product of the 
steam used throughout the building for cooking and heating. This 
plant is entirely automatic in operation. The cecal is automatically 
crushed, elevated and delivered to the storage bins in front of the 
boilers. It is then fed through pulverizing machines and blown in- 
to the fire box.. The supply of coal and water fed to the boilers is 
controlled by the flow of steam from the boilers. 

Considerable attention has been given to provisions for the 
care and comfort of employes. All work rooms are well lighted 
and ventilated, and dressing rooms, shower baths and toilets have 
been provided on each floor. Ample and safe exits within fire 
proof stair enclosures have been provided. An emergency hospital 
will be maintained for first aid treatment. 

The new plant will be fire-roof throughout and every provision 
is being made to eliminate the danger of possible fires. A modern 
sprinkler system has been in- 
stalled throughout the entire 
building, which automatical- 
ly throws a stream of water 
and chemicals when the ap- 
paratus is exposed to a blaze 
or unusual heat. 

Practically the entire 
plant and equipment of the 
new Blayney-Murphy home 
has been supplied by Denver 
contractors. The major con- 
tract for the construction of 
the plant was let to the C. S. 
Lambie Construction com-° 
pany of Denver, and individ- 
ual contracts for work and 
equipment were sub-let by 
the Lambie company. Some 
of the machinery was of ne- 
cessity purchased from east- 
ern concerns and the instal- 
lation made by factory rep- 
resentatives.

LOOK FOR BIG CATTLE TRADE; 
DENVER EDITOR EXPRESSES VIEWS. 

The outlook for improved prices of range cattle during the 
coming fall shipping season is fairly bright. For several years 
growers have been looking for the advance which they are sure is 
coming sooner or later, but as yet it has failed to materialize. The 
signs point to better conditions. 

The supply from the range country is likely to be limited this 
fall. For years the assertion has been made that there was a cattla 
shortage in the range country, but liquidation, droughts, and finan- 
cial difficulties have caused abnormal shipping, and the shortage 


has not materialized. Those who read the signs however, are cer- | 


tain that the shortage is imminent, and predict its appearance in 
full force in the fall marketing. Feeders of cattle made money 
during the past season, and there is every indication that they will 
be in the market for feeding stock with which to fill their feed 
lots again this fall. Prospects for a good feed crop are bright, 
and with plenty of feed available, the inquiry for feeding stock dur- 
ing the fall shipping season should be very good. With limited 
supplies and a good demand, the price level should be fairly satis- 
factory, say those who have studied the situation. 

The country is showing a decided preference these days for 
choice quality corn fed beef. The plain quality beeves are slow 
sellers while anything strictly fancy finds a ready outlet. This 
condition obtains on all markets, and indicates the trend of popu- 
lar demand. Feeders, quick to note the prevailing fashion in beef, 
are making their plans to give the consumer what he desires, and 
feeding for a prime finish will be carried on on a larger scale this 
fall than usual.

WHAT FREIGHT RATES ARE DOING 
TO THE BREEDING BUSINESS. 

Our good friend Geo. Porteous, Superintendent of the Fuller- 
ton Sunbeam Farms herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, Miami, Okla- 
homa, is of the opinion that the high freight rate at least in his 
section of the country has somewhat of a demotalizing effect upon 
the pure bred business. In reporting a nice line of business George 
has a few. extra remarks to make along the freight line subject 
as follows: “Sales are slow. We sold five calves to Prof. Ran- 
dolph at Amorita, Oklahoma, for calf club work. He and two of 
his boys drove through—-250 miles—bought the calves and took 
them right home with them. We also sold a bull to Jas. Coyne, of 
Centralia, and another to Wm. Rutledge, of Fairland, both of these . 
men drove in with trucks and hauled their bulls home. It’s the only 
way to get them, unless the breeders organize and force a reduc- 
tion on these exhorbitant live stock rates. We sold a calf to a Mr. 
Selby at Ramona and the express was so much the buyer became 
disgusted. We also lost a sale on a calf to a farmer at Parsons, 
Kansas. Freight crated was to be $18.00 for about 60 miles.” Mr. 
Porteous believes that good Aberdeen-Angus cattle are just about 
as essential to the well being of the commonwealth as is a piano 
and therefore makes a comparison between the two rates, putting 
it this way: “The railroad company brought my piano here from

tems have petitioned the Nebraska railroad 
commission to be allowed to make a fifty 
per cent reduction in the rates in this class- 
ification, which has beer granted. Kansas 
has been able to get some reduction and it 
is hoped that the idea wili be adopted by all 
the remaining cattle states in the country. 
A move of this kind made to apply on inter- 
state traffic as well would prove a boon to 
the breeding industry. Not infrequently 
does the transportation charges interfere 
with the placing of a good bull at the head 
of a herd where he would not only improve 
the general quality of tie herd but would 
likewise increase the tonnage of live stock 
to be moved to market, and it is for the 
benefit especially of these men who are 


_living on the borderlands of the great cow 


country of America that the Journal ap- 
peals for immediate action. 

Seldom does a week pass but that some 
breeder complains that the high transporta- 
tion rate bars the sale of a good bull. The 
Journal does not pretend to say whether 
the present rate on less than carlot ship- 
ments is too high in so far as the transpor- 
tation company is concerned, but it does 
contend that a rate which interferes with 
the distribution of these good pure bred cat- 
tle into centers where they are really need- 
ed reflects sufficiently upon the progress 
and prosperity of these various communities 
to react not only to the detriment of the 
community but the transportation systems 
themselves. A community that is not pros- 
perous can not properly support the trans- 
portation service of that community. A fif- 
ty per cent reduction in this classification 
throughout the country would increase the 
gross 1eceipts of the transportation systems 
because it would be conducive to the ship- 
ment of cattle much farther distances as 
well as to increase the number of shorter 
shipments. Such an act would reflect im- 
mediately in the competition for the better 
cattle of the country thus opening one of 
the most certain avenues to better prices, 
and these better prices only mean that oth- 
er desires may be appeased, all calling for 
an increase in the total freight tonnage ta 
be moved. It would seem that this is a 
case where those most vitally interested 
could well afford to increase their business 
volumne without increasing materially their 
net income on the few items involved.

MISSOURIAN PROSPERS RAIS- 
ING OWN CATTLE AND FEED. 


On a 440-acre farm near Chilhowee, Mis- 
souri, where he has resided many years, A. 
M. Chambers, stock farmer, carries on a 
prosperous business by raising his own cat- 
tle and hogs, also his own feed. After sell- 
ing a carload of 700-pound yearling Aber- 
deen-Angus steers at $52 each, Mr. Cham- 
bers explained his methods in operating this 
farm on a paying basis. 7 

“if the farmer of today will work, and 
live within his means, he will prosper, and 
make money,” declared Mr. Chambets. 
“Most of my land is in pasture. but I have 
enough under cultivation to raise feed for 
all my stock. Too many farmers idle away 
time, these days, going to town, and in oth- 
er ways, and in buying stock, and in some 
cases buying feed to handle this stock. There 
is a general tendency to live with just as 
little work as vossible, which has much to 
do with the financial troubles of many farm- 
ers. I have been at it many years, and find

tion as to what Aberdeen-Angus cattle en 
doing in his section of the country. He 
says: “I am. sending you a Diovers Tele- 
gram reporting some sales of Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, which is a good comparison 
with other cattle. I had a brother who 
bought a number of steer calves in the fall 
from a registered Hereford herd, the cows 
having been bred by William Wood & Sons 
of Strong City, Kansas. He paid $25.00 per 
head for them, took them home and turned 
them into the feed lot with his own grade 
Aberdeen-Angus calves and they run in the 
same feed lot and the same pasture for 
three years. He shipped them to Kansas 
City when about three and one-half vears 
old. Both lots were sold to J. C. Scrogins. 
The Herefords brought $6.75 and the grade 
Aberdeen-Angus brought $7.15 per hun- 
dred.” 

This comparison is shown only to disprove 
the contention on the part of some cattle- 
men that Aberdeen-Angus are inferior to 
other beef breeds. The Journal believes that 
they will hold their own with any other 
breed when fed with and under the same 
conditions. In fact the Blacks usually prove 
the more profitable whether in the hands 
of the expert feeder or the man of less ex- 
perience in the feeding business.

Feeder Outgo Small. 


According to the Journal Stockman of 
June 2d, there was considerable decrease in 
the stocker and feeder movements from 
Omaha to the country during the month of 
May. The Stockman’s statement follows: 

Business in stockers and feeders was seas- 
onably light all around in May. Movement 
of stocker and feeder cattle to the country 
during the month was the lightest for May 
since 1921, totaling up 529 cars, or 17,991 
head as compared with 717 cars, or 24,294 
head the previous month, and 593 cars, or 
20,469 head, in May a year ago. Relatively 
common quality featured the offerings, 
which originated largely in the Southwest, 
and the downward movement of fat cattle 
prices had a tendency to restrict the inquiry, 
particularly the last half of the month. Dis- 
tribution of shipments made during the 
month by states, as compared with a year 
ago, was as follows:

Rates on Pure Bred Stock Cut in Two. 

Lincoln, May 20.—(Special)—The state 
railway commission has granted the request 
of the railroads operating in Nebraska to 
cut in two the existing rates on hauling reg- 
istered live stock from one point to another 
within the state, with a minimum charge of 
$7.00, The rates will go into effect upon 
one day’s notice and publication by the car- 
riers, Which means at once. 

The application of the carriers was coup- 
led with the condition that the shipper 
should waive all liability for damage or in- 
jury to animals while in transit. The com- 
mission, however, finds that it is without 
power to do this. Section 4, article 10, of 
the constitution, says that the liability of 
common carriers shall never be limited. The 
commission holds that in view of that lan- 
guage it must grant the permission without 
reference to conditions of shipment and will 
expect the railroads to so publish the rate 
as to fall within the constitutional provis- 
ions referred to. 

The railroads desired to have the shipper 
choose between whether he would accept the 
lower rate and waive all liability on the 
part of the carrier and the higher rate with 
liability attached. The commission says it 
ge leave the matter optional in this or- 
er. 

The new schedule, which was asked by the 
pure bred breeders in the interest of a wider 
distribution of live stock of high quality will 
expire of its own accord on December 31, 
1924.—Omaha Daily Journal Stockman.

the singly entered steers went to two Ab- 
erdeen-Angus steers. 

In the remaining classes of bulls, cows 
and heifers competition was less keen and 
the individuals less finished than was true 
in the steer classes. A remarkably good 
Hereford bull fed by Christ Herr won first 
in his class. An Aberdeen-Angus heifer 
and a Shorthorn cow topped their classes 
respectively. 

The Sale—Conservative bidding in the 
sale ring reflected the low ebb in the cattle 
market in general. Outside of ‘several indi- 
vidual sales, straight market prices ruled 
even among the prize loads of cattle. The 
preference for light weight cattle was less 
marked than a year ago, probably because 
of the fewer number offered. The sale 
opened with the offering of the grand cham- 
pion steer. He was purchased by Schluder- 
berg and Co. of Baltimore for $46 per cwt. 
Knusler & Renninger, butchers in Lancas- 
ter bought the grand champion load of 
steers for $14 per ewt. They averaged 1180 
pounds. The second prize heavy steers, 
Herefords, averaging 1234 pounds, went to 
Wilson Martin Co., Philadelphia, at $12.75. 
The Consolidated Meat Co., of Philadelphia, 
got the third prize load of Aberdeen-Angus 
at 12.20, and the fourth prize load, Aber- 
deen-Angus also, went to Wilson Martin Co. 
In the light carlot class, all of which were 
Herefords, the first prize steers averaging 
1090 pounds went to Max Cohen, of Phila- 
delphia, at $12, the second prize steers of 
the same weight to South Philadelphia 
Abattoir Co. at $11.85, the third prize load, 
also averaging about 1100 pounds, to the 
United Dress Beef Co., of New York at 
$11.75 and the fourth prize load, averaging 
1000 pounds, went to Arbogast & Bastian, 
Allentown, for $11.50. 


Story of the Benner Boys Aberdeen-An- 
gus Calf Club Work: deen-An 


Paul Benner and John Benner are broth- 
ers. Paul was in the Agriculture class at 
Delphi, Indiana. 

In January 1923 Paul decided to enter 
the beef calf club and decided that he would 
like to feed an Aberdeen-Angus calf. At 
the home of Ernest Newell two calves were 
found that I considered suitable for beef 
calf club work and the boys were told about 
the calves. 

When the father and the boy came to look 
at the calf they saw the second and the 
father decided to let the boys feed both 
calves so the calves were purchased for the 
boys Paul and John. The ownership was 
decided by tossing a coin and John got the 
best calf. 

The calves were taken home and some 
persons preferred one calf and some the 
other. This was the boys first experience 
in feeding and they failed to start with a 
well balanced ration but before feeding very 
long had a good ration of corn, oats, clover, 
hav, and soybean meal. 

The first of September the calves were 
taken to the state fair and the one stood 
sixth the other fifteenth. (1 think the bet- 
ter calf lost fourth place because of the boys 
lack of experience in showing). At the coun- 
ty fair the boys stood first and fourth, the 
first being an easy winner. ‘a 

The boys after selling their calves figured 
up the cost of feed they owed their father 
and were prepared to pay him but he sug- 
gested that they buy a radio set with the 
money. So with their feed mony and some

The Story of My Aberdeen-Angus Calf. 


I bought my Aberdeen-Angus calf from 
Ernest Newell, of near Delphi. When I 
bought him he weighed 745 pounds. I paid 
$63.50 for him. 

I fed him corn, oats and hay until March 
then I fed him more corn, oats and clover 
hay. I fed him soy bean meal also, which 
agreed with him very well. 

During the month of May I turned him 
on grass and limited the feed that I had 
been giving him. I found he didn’t do so 
well on grass when I weighed him and also 
that grass didn’t fatten cattle. Then I be- 
gan keeping him in the barn in the day time 
and turning him out at night. He did much 
better on this menu than the other one. 

The first week in September I took my 
calf to the Indiana State fair. I took him 
ina trailer behind an automobile. Here he 
Won sixth premium over eighteen calves. 
The judge said, “the first seven calves were 
the best seven calves he ever saw in a 
group.” My calf lost fifty pounds but be- 
fore the county fair he had gained it all 
back and twenty pounds besides. 

took him to the county fair weighing 
twelve hundred pounds. Here he won first 
premium over six other calves. The prem- 


lum Was seven dollars and a white gold 
— I fed my calf two hundred and thir- 
y-eight days and his average daily gain 
was 1% pounds per day. 


During the two hundred and thirty-eight 
days he gained four hundred and fifty-five 
pounds. 

I sold him at auction sale at the county 
fair at fourteen and one-half cents a pound, 
which was about 2% cents above the top 
price in large cities. The four days at the 
county fair he lost fifty pounds, so when I 
sold him he only weighed eleven hundred 
and fifty pounds. 

This was my first experience in cattle 
raising but I hope to have another Aber- 
deen-Angus in the Carroll county calf club 
next vear—JOHN BENNER, Logansport, 
Ind., R. R. 12, Carroll County.
